Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an 
agreement was reached, or any other comments: Applicants agreed to cancel the claims which are subject to 
rejections under 35 (JSC § 112 in a forthcoming amendment. Applicants presented arguments concerning how 
Toyoshima et al. do not teach waist fastening portions having side margins having the elastic construction 
therebeween. Applicants assert that the disclosed elastic construction is on the article's chassis which is distinct from 
the fastening members. This argument appears persuasive upon a cursory review of the Office action dated 15 March 
2007. An in depth review of the cited art will follow applicants' forthcoming formal response. 
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
